place in which to scramble and stea?

NO TEBRORS FOB HIM, 


And as for policeman, he has come 
to look upon them with the greatest 
contempt. The law, he thinks, is a 
farce from being to end aud made 
expressly for the maintenance of 
judges, clerks, constables and other 
officers. 
From considerable obser- 


vation we are positive as to our esti- 
mate of the character of your true 
hoodlum whether found in San 
Francisco, Oakland or elsewhere. 
Society has ignored him so far as 
good feeling is concerned and he 
cares nothing for society except to 
avoid the meshes of the law.
